A Pioneer Governor. 
° Lord Lansdowne deserves a kindlier recol- 


lection in Canada than he is likely to get else-| 


where. He is remembered throughout the 
world as the man who tried to start a peace 


drive in Britain at the most critical stage of| 
the war, when peace could only have been} 
obtained on Germany's terms, and on condi-| 


tions which would have left the war machine | 
intact, a continuing menace to the security of | 
the Allied nations. 

Thirty years before that Lord Lansdowne } 
was Governor-General of Canada; in days be-| 
fore the first transcontinental had crossed the} 
plains, when—excepting the steamboats on the 
Saskatchewan—the ox cart was the only’! 
freight carrier in the West, and the ‘‘hurri-! 
cane’ deck of a cayuse the best accommoda- 
tion the traveller could hope for. It is inter- 
esting to reeall, too, that the Lansdowne of 
those early days had a clear conception of the 
importance of the undeveloped west, and that 
upon occasion he emphasized the danger of the 
publie policy or impolicy which produced the 
rebellion of 1885. That his foresight and 
warnings had something to do with bringing 
about a modification of that policy there is 
reason to believe. 

Good Financing Counts. 

There is a relation, that of cause and ef- 
fect, between the restoration of the city’s fi- 
nances and the fact that upwards of two mil- 
lion dollars per year are now being invested 
in business premises and residences in Edmon- 
ton. People do not ‘‘sink’’ capital in a town 
whose finances are in disorder dnd whose sol-| 
veney is more or less in doubt, any more than} 
they buy stock in a concern whose manage- 
ment is known to have been faulty and whose | 
ability to keep going is questionable. The | 
property-owners are the share-holders of a) 
municipality. The titles they hold to property | 
represent the shares held by the members of | 
a joint stock eompany. | 

With this essential distinction, that while | 
the stock-holders in a company expect to get} 
dividends, the property-holders in a munici- 
pality have to pay taxes in proportion to their} 
holdings. Careful financing means dividends 
in the one case and lower taxes in the other, 
and security in both. Without financial sound-} 
ness there is no great demand either for pro-) 
perty in a town or for stock in a eompany. 
That money is being put into buildings in Ed- 
monton means that new shareholders are) 
buying into the corporation and that old share- 
holders are increasing their holdings. That 
would not have been done if the business of the 
city had not been restored to a sound basis

A Hospita! for Sick Children? 

The ratepayers of the city are being asked 
to approve, on the twentieth of the present 
month, a bylaw authorizing the borrowing of 
$160,000 for the purpose of building and 
equipping a children’s section of the Royal 
Alexandra hospital. At present and for some 
years the regular accommodation provided in 
the building has been occupied by adult pa 
tients, and the children have been taken eare 
of in quarters fitted up in the basement. This 
was not constructed for ward use, and is de 
clared to be not at all suitable. The plan is to 
erect a wing which will aceommodate one hun 
dred beds, about one-third of them in private, 
wards. The situation is not new, it is pretty 
generally understood, and that a children’s de 
/ partment would have to be provided some time 
in the reasonably near future has been quite 
apparent. That this should be done without 
further delay is a proposal which recommend 
itself, and the bylaw should earry by a decisive 
majority. 

The financial position of this municipalls 
owned hospital has shown marked improve 
ment during the last five years, a circumstance 
which should incline the rate-payer favorably 
toward the request for capital to enable it to 
meet so obvious and worthy a need. In 1921 
the city granted to the hospital to meet run 
ning expenses the sum of $120,000. Last year 
the grant was reduced to $47,000. In each 
case the cost of operating the isolation hospital | 
is ineluded. In 1921 the general section of the | 
hospital required $43,000 of the grant; last | 
year only $8,000, During the first four months | 
of the present year the general section has ac- 
tually earned a surplus, while the isolation! 
branch required assistance to the amount of | 


$52,000, while last year they were $73,000. ; 
Thus while since 1921 the capital charges have 
gone up #20,000 the grant for operating ex- 
nses has been cut down #73,000 per year.
